The most important though often not the 
most prominent business of an agricultural 
exhibition is educational. The establishing 
of the fact that such a man has succeeded in 
growing better wheat than his neighbors ig a 
mere trifle compared with tie opportunity 
furnished by this weck’s gathering for the 
discussion of inethods, the noting of results, 
and the summing up of the highest possibili- 
tices shown to be within reach, and the far- 
mer who went home on Wednesday evening 
without some new idea or some fresh inspira- 
tion did not spend his entry fee to the best 
advantage. Agricultural progress will not 
only be slow but it will not even have the 
counterbalancing merit of being sure if each 
husband.van is obliged to plod on singly 
without profiting by the experience of his 
neighbors, and in our present. circumstances 
there is no means cf learning from the expe- 
rience of others to be compared with the 
opportunity furnished by public display of 
successful samples, wiere there is not only 
an opportunity of inspecting the result itself 
but of discussing with the owner the nethod 
of its production, Both in the raising of 
grain and veyetables and in the management 
of stock there are problems to be solved by 
the farmer here which no antount of previous 
experience elsewhere will enable him to 
answer with confidence, and instead of work- 
ing his way through a tedious and perhaps 
disastrous course of experiments it will sim- 
plify matters immensely for him to learn, as 
such an occasion enables him to do, from the 
combined experience of the neighborhood, 
Again, the life of a farmer, from its isolation 
and from the amount of manual labor involy. 
ed, requires something to break its routine, 
to breathe into it a healthy feeling of gener. 
ous emulation, and to assert its true dignity 
as one of the noblest of pursuits, 

Besides the value to those who are imme- 
diately engaged in placing on view these 
superior specimens of a,ricultural products 
isthe evidence which it gives to the outside 
world of the capacities of the country. The 
fact that a district in which farming is so new 
a thing is able to make so complete and cre. 
ditable an exhibit cannot fail to have jts 
effect as an advertisement both of the capa 
bilities of the country and the energy of its 
inhabitants, This association is bolstered up 
by no government or municipal grant; it is 
fostered by no department of awriculture oy 
parent society; itisan ovide ce of public spirit 
pure and simple, One of the things that did 
most to make Manitoba known and admired 
in the eastern provinces was the annual exbi- 
bit of its natural and industrial products jn 
the provincial exhibitions and other princi. 
pal cities, and one cannot tell whether our 
steady yoing fellow-countrymen admired 
most the remarkable products of the soil or 
the enterprise of a people who, finding then 
seives in possession of all this wealth, took so 
much trouble by word and deed to invite 
everybody to come and share.

THE EXHIBITION, 

The third annual exhibition of the Eq. 
monton agricultural society was held on 
Wednesday, and its success was very satis. 
factory. The weather was pwasant although 
there was no sunshine, the crowd was large 
and appreciative, and the number of entries 
was sixty in excess of last year. The ground 
adjoining the hall presented a very animated 
appearance throughout the day, being oceu- 
pied trom an early hour with the Spectators, 
the teams of exhibitors and the live stock on 
show. The competition in live stock was not 
keen, except in afew sections such as car. 
riage and saddle horses, and the exhibits 


were not of extraordinary merit. In the hall | 


however the display was good, and although 
there were several sections in which there 
there were no entries there were in most of 
the others enough to ensure that no exhibit 
should yet a prize unless of more than usual 
merit. The classes of dairy products, grain 
field roots and vegetables, were very well 
represented both in quantity and quality 
and the same is true of most sections In the 
departments of home-made woollen goods 
and fancy work. Complaint was made i} 
some quarters that the prize list was not 
published a sufticient length of time before 
the show and that it was not widely enough 
circulated, There were some omissions also 
in the prize list which surely were the result 
‘of oversight. W. F. Bredin exhibited hohl- 
rabi, winter radish and garden carrots, all 
excellent specimens. Andre Lambert the 
only exhibitor by the way from Fort Sas. 
katchewan, showed cauliflowers, potato 
onions, and several varieties of vegetable 
seeds, which certainly deserved honorable 
mention but to which no prizes in the list 
could be appropriated. The sweepstakes 
was carried off by the R. C. mission, which 
secured $40 in prizes. Following that and 
close together came T. Lauder, M. McLeod 
and G, Long, and after them the next highest 
was T. G. Hutchings.
